A study of the attitude of Americans toward 
crime and corruption “in ñigh places” appeared 
recently in the New Republic, by Prof. W. E. Dodd 
well known historian.

ed of robbery but shielded kept Grant from be|ig 
re-nominated for the presidency, despite the fact 
he had three of the great bosses of the party sup­ 
porting his candidacy. 
James G. Blaine was declared to have become 
ineligible for the presidency because of “a petty 
wrong doing.”

An accurate count of the nun^iu ol* tourist au­ 
tomobiles crossing the St. JolnT^Y ' er bridge at 
Jacksonville shows that nearly*.

came southward over that route,alone.

been estimated that on an average the occupants
